White Flowering Hawthorn — White sweet-scented 
blooms. Red berries that are attractive to birds. 


White Flowering Elder—Huge white flower heads, black 
berries. 

Lavender Butterfly Bush—All summer bloomer. 

Double Pink Flowering Almond—Staghom sumac. 

Native Azalea—Creamy pink clusters of blossoms—early 
spring. 

Santolina—-Silver Gray evergreen feathery foilage, low 
grower, fine for edging. 

Antigonon or Queens Wreath, one of the loveliest vines 
—loads of pink blossoms. 

Native Blue Wisteria. 

Jacotte Climber Rose—Dark red blossoms, white center. 

Italian Jasmine—Semi-trailer, dark green foilage, small 
yellow “star” blossoms. 

American Elm—Long-lived shode trees. 

Red Maple—Lovely red leaves in the Fall. 

Lombardy Poplar—Tall spiral growth, good for outline 


planting. 

Sweet Gum—Stately shade tree, dark green ivy like 
foilage. . 

Umbrella China—Very dark green foilage, the quickest 
shade tree. 


Box Elder—Symmetrical growth, light green foilage, fine 
for specimen planting. 


Sycamore or Plane Tree—Makes nice shade tree. 
Catalpa Speciosa—Fine for bees.
